SUBMIT NEW DAIRY | 
BYLAW TO COUNCIL 


Number of Impor- 
tant Changes in Regulation 
of Dairies 


A new dairy by-law | drawn up by the 
inedical health department which is to 
be presented to the couneil tonight 
makes @ number of radical changes in 
the present system of dairying and 
dairy inspection. The by-law was con- 
sidered by the legislation committee 
last night and will be presented to 
Solicitor Bowen for his consideration 
this afternoon and in all probability 
will be put before the council tonight. 

The greatest and farthest reaching 
change according to the medical health 
olicer is that of the application of the 
thbureeling test to all cows supplying 
milk for city use. He anticipates that 
there will be ditfculty in enforcing it 
but believes that many of the dairymen 
will 
without any urging. The cost of the 
test will have to be paid by the owners 
of the cows themselves. When there 
is a large herd he places the cost per 
cow at aboul 75 cents. When there 
are only two or three animals to which 
the lest must be applied it will cost 
more. 

The by-law makes provision for the 
control of the sale of milk by private 
individuals who own only two or three 


cows. They are put under practically 
the same regulations as the larse 
dairies, 


The by-law is most thorough in re- 
card to the housing of the animals, 
The interlor of the building must he 
well lighted by at least three square 
feel of window for each cow. The 
building must not be used for the stor- 
ing of any material whatever, straw, 
implements or utensils of any des-

STANDARD OIL LOSS 
PLACED AT $750,000 


Acid Plant at Refineries at Rich- 
mond, Cal., Destroyed, and 
Whole Plant int Endangered 


Richmond, Cal, 1, Feb. 44. Five 
buildings, known as the acid plant, in 
the heart of the great Standard Oil 
refiner here, are in ruins today, swith 
a loss estimated at $750,000, as the re- 
sult of an explosion. Four men were 
badly burned while fighting the flames, 
and for a time the whole fifteen acres 
of the works aere imperilled.
